no fooner Proteftor, but he fent Admiral Pex, the 
24th of December, 1654, to make a Defcent on the 
Ifland of H:/panicla, but which Venables render'd un- 
fuccefsful. From thence they fail’d to Zamaica, and 
took it with little Difficulty, the 16th of May, 1655. 
Some Time after, Blase and Montague took near 
Cadiz two Spani/b Ships richly laden, and funk fome 
others. Blake burnt fix Spanig> Galleons at the Ifland 
of Teneriff; but this Admiral dying on Board hi 
Ship, then returning to Exg/and, Cromwe/ buried him 
with great funeral Pomp, and caufed his Remains to 
be folemnly depofited in Henry the Vilth Chapel, is 
Wefiminfier Abbey. 

2, Did Cromwel perform any other importart 
Agtion ? 

A. He concluded a League with Fraace againtt 
Spain, Anno 1656, when the Confederate Ariny hav- 
ing taken Dunkirk and Mardyxe, they were put into 
Cromwel’s Hands. 

2, Didhe give any other Marks of his Powe: 

A. Don Pantaleon Sa, Kuight of AMa/ta, ana bro 
ther to the Pertuguexe Ambatiador, having commutted 
a Murther, the Protector cauied him to be beheaded, 
after having forced the Ambaflador to deliver hirn 
up. This Action made a great Noife inthe Worid, 
and heavy Complaints broke out upor that Account 
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at Liflon; but as the Porrururze were not then in a 
Condition to revenge themicives, a Peace was con- 
cluded, Anno 1656 

2, What have you to fay far:her concerning Crom- 
ewe ? 

A, After having eflablithed tts Authority upon the 
Ruins of the Parliament, the Meaibers whereof were 
merely his Creatures, and made the Protectorate Here- 
ditary in his Family , after having refuted the Crown, 
which the (ame Parl: q@.ent offered him, he died ofa 
Tertian Ague the zc ut Sepiember, 1650. 

2. Defcribe his (Qualmes. 

A. Itis evident trom what has been related con- 
ecrning him, thathe was a renowned Warrior, a 
great Politician, a Man of the moft confummate Pru- 
dence ; and that he poffeffed the Art of making him- 
felf both dreaded and refpeed, He rendered him- 
felf equally the Terror of Frazce, Spain, and of the 
United Provinces. Thefe three Powers fought fo ea- 
gerly for his Friendfhip, that the feveral Steps taken 
by them, in order to obtain it, were next to grovel- 

vg. Cbarles Guftavus, King of Saweden, thought it 

‘fonour to be his Ally, and particular Friend. The

His Father 
had made him Governor of Jreland, after recalling 
Flectavood, whom he appointed Leutenant General, 
in the Room of Lambert, whom he depriv’d of all 
bis Employments, from a Sufpicion of his being one 
of the chief Contrivers of a Plot formed againft him. 
Henry was in /re/and at the Time of his Father’s 
Death. Cromave/, in the latter Days of his IIMnefs, 
nominated hisSon Richard his Succeffor.

4. Four, vis. Bridget, married firft to Henry 
Zrctor, and afterwards to Lieutenant General Flect- 
wood, Eiizabeth, his beft Beloved, marry’d to Mr. 
Cluypole; Mary, to the Lord Vifcount Falconbridge ; 
and Frances, the youngeft, firft to Mr. Rich, and af- 
terwards to Sir John Ruffel. 

2° OF what Family was Cromave/ defcended ? 

A. From the Cromweds, or Williams, a W'ellb Fa- 
mily; one of whom marry’d a Sifter of Lord Crom- 
ace/, King Henry VilIths Vicar General in Spirituals, 
whofe Son taking the Name of Cromave/, tran{mitted 
to his Pofterity. Oswer was born at Huntington, 
Aprif 25th, 1599. His Mother was Niece to Sir 
Robert Siwart, ot the Ifle of Ely; and his Wife E/i- 
Ranekh, Was the Daughter of Sir James Bourchicr. 
He fludied at Srdney College in Cambridge. ‘There 
was litle remarkable in his Education, and "tis not 

known how this extraordinary Man condu&ed him 
fclf, till he was about thirty-five Years old. His firft

x. HAT werethe mof remarkable Trap. 
ations under the Adminiftration of py. 
chard ? 

A. He was proclaimed Protector, September 4 
without Oppofition ; but a little after the chief Com. 
manders of the Army, refolving to get the Sovereign 
Authority into their own Hands, and being very wel! 
beloved by the Officers and Soldiers, they prefented 
a Petition, whereby they defired to have the Power 
of electing their own General. This Richard abfo. 
lutely refufed ; after which he fummoned a Parlia- 
ment, which met the 27th of Zanuary, 1658-9. 

2, What was done therein? 

A. Nothing; and Richard having difcovered, on 
this Occafion fome Marks of Weaknefs, diffolved it 
by Order of the Officers of the Army, who required 
it, being highly incenfed at the Prohibition made by 
this Aflembly, wiz. that there fhould be no Counc! 
of War during its fitting. This Parliament being di- 
folved, Richard was confidered as a mere Cypher, 
though he {till preferved the Title of Protector. The 
Council of Officers ferzed upon the Government ; and, 
after a fhort drarchy, elefted Charles Fleetwood for 
their General; brought Lambert, a Man of un- 
bounded Ambition, in again; and reftered the Long 
Parliament difiolved by O/jver in 1653. 

2, Did this Affembly enjoy more Authority than 
the former? 

A. They refolved to abolith the Prote€torate, and 
to depofe Richard, who did not prefume to make the 
leaft Refiflance, but quietly offered to refign his 
Power upon their firft demanding it ; upon Condition 
that they fhould pay his Debts, and affign him an In- 
come, fufficient to live with Honour. Henry, his Bro- 
ther, fabmitted peaceably to the Orders of the Parli- 
ament; though he properly might, (had he pleafed) 
have given the new Governors a great deal of Trou 

le, he being univerfally beloved. All Hiftorians 9 
general, give him an extreme good Character. — 

2. In what Condition was England at that Time! 

A. It was divided into three Parties ; That of (ne 
Parliament or Commonwealth ; That of Lambert oro! 
the Army; and That of the Royalitts, who did at 
unite till fuch Time as General Monk had put himfes 
at their Head, waiting only for an Opportunity 0 
declare for their Sovereign.

He was an Enemy to his Country, and the Li- 
berries of the People, whoexpreffed the leaft Tendernefs 
and Compaflion for thefe moft terrible Calamities ; and 
when the Houfes and Goods were on Fire, ro commiferate 
the Misfortune of the Sufferers, was to be rechoned Accome 
ices, as public Thieves and Robbers ; as wes fadiy expe. 
enced by an hone!t Man who unadvifedly, and by a natu. 
ra! Compaflion, lamenting the burning the Hou‘e and rich 
Furniture of the Duke of Calvano, by fhahing his Head 
only, and faying, ir was a thoufand Pities, was attacked 
by the Mob, who would have torn him to Pieces, if he had 
nor providenrially made his Efcape, through a {mall 
Wicket, which for fome Time flopped the Purfuir; the 
People {torming and crying our, ‘ Where is the Villain, 
Where ishe? Ifwe catch the Dog, we'll reach him Piry, 
we willitrip his Skin over his Ears, and pound him in a 
Mortar.’ 

The firft Houfe that fele the Fire, was a noble and mage 
niicent Structure, that belonged to one of the Commil- 
fonersoiche Taxes, Hieronimo Petitius by Name, who had 
acquired a large Fortune by farming the Tax upon Corn, 
His Paiace Was one of rhe moft regular Build.ngs in Naples, 
and uruated in the Quarter of Porto Nucvo, and lay con- 
tiguous to the Honfes of the Lord Aformili. Hither reforte 
cda Multitude of the Rabble, carrying dry Faggots upon 
tncir Shoulders, and lighted Torches in their Hands: They 
attacked the Gates, and forcing 2ll Oppofition, got into 
the Houfe. Every Room was fearched and rifled ; and all 
the furniture was thrown out of the Windows in’o the 
sireet; contitting of filver Plate, vaft Quantities of Pewrer 
and Brafs, Chairs, Tables, Carpets, Giaffes, Tapeltries, and 
Houthold-ttuff of all Kinds: They broke open the Clofers 
2nd Ch ‘Its, and private Drawers where his Money lay, 
Mere they found many Bags of Gold and Silver, Jewels, 
Chains and Bracelets of grear Value. All was thrown out 
nd carned into the publick Marker-place in Triumph, and 
there hurled without Diftinétion into a large Fire made tor 
the Purpofe, and all confumed to Afhes: The Rabble of 
‘en, Women, and Children, dancing about the Pile, with 
Camarous Ourcries and Acclamations, and faying, * Burn 
them d »wn to a Cinder: Thefe Goods are gor out of our 
Heart s Blood ; and as they burn, fo may the Souls and 
>aies ot thofe Bloodefuckers, who own them, fry in 
the Fire ot Hell!” 
rhis Tragedy being ended, the Rabble ran furioufly to

The 
People aflembled eoour the Garg in grear Mulutodes, with 
bgurd Vo ch® in cheir Hinds. They foon made an Ene 
trance; and tripping rhe Rooms as they wenr 2iong, they 

‘of the Windows and Balconies, all the Furmrure, 
Houfho'e-iteth, Writings ond Books thar were of great Vae 
lue: Thee were thicyetwo Truoks hurled out intro the 
Street; and forme of tiem buriting open, by the Violence 
of rhe Fall, there were dcovered Things of the richett and 
mot colfiy Wor manthip; fuch ag Clorh of God, aid 
Tiffues, the inet Embrocdcrics, and noble Tapeltrics, which 
perfoct!y aitomfhed rhe Eyes ot rhe Beholdo:s, bar vet 
the Mob was fo tay from preferving thele valucble Effects, 
that chey took them, witha Cabiner tul! of Pearls, and 
other precious Stones, anid threw them intoa Pile, to all 
which they fet fire, and burnt ir betore the Gate, wirhoue 
fav.ng fo muchas a Rag upon Pain ot Death; the Rabble 
all the while dancing about the Flames, with the loudett 
Ourcries and Acclamavions. 

Thefe dreadiul Conflagrations continued for the Space of , 
five Hours without Inrermifon, And when there was no 
more Fuel for the Fire, the Mob drove turioufly towards 
the Houfe of Antonio de Anzelis,aCountel or ot State, who 
had beep Eicét of rhe Peop.e, in the Time of Aforterry. 
This Man, to his Misfortune, had jo.ned with the Viceroy 
in the Impofition of many new Taxes, and was vivient in 
putcing in Execurion the Laws again{t {uch as were back 
ward in paying them. He had frequently been admonifhe 
ed by his Friends, to fecure his Goods, and ufe all potlible 
Precautions to defend his Palace from firing: Bur he was 
indolent upon the Occafion, and neglected the Advice : For 
it feems, the Day before, the Rabble contented themicives 
with toreing and carrying away one of his Gates; and he 
thoughr the:r Refenrments would ftop here, and that they 
would attempt no further Violence againit him: Betides, 
his exceeding Gravity, and the Veneration, he fuppoted, 
was due to a Gentleman of the long Robe, he thought 
would be a Prote&ion againft future Ravages : But he was 
miferably_miftaken in his Notions; and his unfortunate 
Deitiny caft a Milt before his Eyes: For the Rabble, with 
their ufual Fury, aflembled before his Houfe ; turnifhed 
with flaming Torches and blazing Faggots,and {oon forced 
their Way thro’the Doors. The Palace was finely furnifh’d, 
and the Piétures, Jewels and Houfhold Goods were of an 
immenfe Value; which, inftead of induccing the.r Regard, 
ferved only to increafe their Rage. Thefe Things, they 
cried, were the Blood of the poor Pcop!e of Naples: And 
all without Dittidtion, was immediately deftined to the 
Fire. Every Corner of the Houfe was foon in a Blaze; noe 
thing was left unconfumed: And what was the more to be 
lamented, the Pleas, the Charters, the Writings and Pros 
cefles of both poo and wealthy Perfons, that were come 
mitted to his Care, being a Pleader at the Bar, were redue 
ced to Afhes. A Library, confifting of achoice Collection of 
‘curious Books, were deltroyed ; and a fine Cabinet with 
many thoufand Crowns, was thrown into the Fiames. Two 
rich Coaches, four butiful Horfes, and two Mules were 
unmercifully burnt: And to inrage the Fire, the People 
threw Bottles of Oil, and other cumbuttible Materials into 
it, which made them Sport and Diverfion ; and they dan- 
ced about thefe dreadful Ruins, as if they had been ceice 
brating a Feftival, In the Pantry, the Larder and a. 
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they found the choifeft Provifions of a!l Sorts, and magy 
large Jars of Pickles, and Chefts of Sweetmeats, which 
were all confumed ; no one prefuming to fave the leaft 
Morfel for his own Ue, ors ‘iave a Tafte of any of thefe 
Delicacies. We have already taken Notice, tek poe a 
Shew of Difcipline, and privace Difinrereftednets, was 
kept up by the Mob, in thefe terrible Defolarions, as if 
they abhorred the Thoughrs of Spoil and Plunder; a3 
another Inftance of which, a Boy having taken a Piece ot 
Bacon, as if he defigned to convey it away, had like to have 
been rorn to Pieces. and with much adoefcaped with his 
Lite. In this Havock, there was above ren thouland Crowns 
of good filver deftroyed ; belides valt Qantiies of Plat 
that was double gilt. The Fire of this Houte was fo great, 
that, being in the Night-Time, it cniighrened tne whoie 
Place ; oad every Corner of the Street was a5 clcar as it it 
hed been Noon Day. 

The next Houle that fell a Sacrifice to the Peonie’s Fury, 
was the Palace of Antonis Mirabella, another Pieader at 
the Bar, and a Neapolitan Cavalier in the Suburb of 
Mayds. He was furprized in his Bed, fo (uddeniy, rhat 
he was forced to jump out ata back Window in his Shirt ; 
and fo with great Difhculty made his Efcape, for a Muf- 
kec Ball narrowly mifs’d him as he ded. However his 
Houfe and all hisrich Furniture were confumed ; all was 
écvored to the voracious Flames ; the very Walls were 
pulled down, and fcarce one Stone was lett ttanding upon 
another. This Fire continued above three Hours, 

The Deftruction that tollow’d this was a magnificent 
Houle or Andrea Anaclerio, elect ot the People. He was 
betore aflaulred by the Boys, and pelred with Scones. But 
wilely forefecing the Danger that was likely to infue, he 
had removed his rich Furniture, and ail his Goods of Va- 
ue ; fo that the Mob, breaking violently into his Houle, 
gound it {tripped ; and coread vs ith the Difappointmenr, 
they inftantly clapped Fire to the four Corners, and im- 
mediately rhe whole Building was ina Flame, which raged 
horvably for four Hours; the Terror and Rage of the 
Flames perfectly aftonifhed the Beholders ; but the Fury 
ot the prime incendiaries was nothing abated, and the 
Building was foon levelled with the very Ground. 

Wine the People were thus empioy’d in thefe dreadful 
Fxccucions, and burning the Poficflions of the publick 
Thieves, as they called them, the Viceroy was exceedingly 
troubled at thefe Combultions, and paflionarely defired, by 
all pollible Means to appeafe their Fury; tor the whole 
City look’d like a continued Tract of Flames; and no- 
thing leis was tobeexpected than utter Ruin and Devatta- 
tion. Merhods of Accommodation were confulted, aad 
the collateral Council, and the Councils of Srare and of 
War advifed (crioufly upon thefe fad Calamities ; upon the 
Whole, atrer many Debares, it was refolved as the beft Ex. 
pedient, that his Excellency fhould command four Regi- 
ments of Foor, to reinforce that Body, that was already 
placed in Detence of the Caftle; and this Order was im- 
mediately puc ia Execution, 

The next Refolution was, that a legal Inftrument fhould 
be printed and atkxed in the Publick Places ot the City ; 
which fhould ablolutely abolifh all Taxes and Impotitions, 
anda general Pardon be fecured to the Offenders. As foon 
as this Inttrument was poblifhed, it was fent into the great 
Marker Place, that the Populace might {ee to read it, and 
fo difperie and return to their Obedience. But rhefe Fx. 
pedients produced no good Effect ; becaufe the Pardon 
was not tully exprefied as to fatisty the People, who were 
atraid ot an After-Reckoning, if che Conditions and Ar- 
¢cles were not pertectly in Form, or could have been 
evaded ; fu charall was undone again, and the Treaty 
troke of. This Difappoinrment much affecied the Vice- 
Boy, Whe refoived if petUhk, to renew the Treaty; but 
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obferving that the Nobility were become odious +o +h 

People, and had he made ufe of their Mediation, the pi. 
contents would rather have been augmented than fuporet. 
fed ; h@Pherefore thought: it more prudent to emo!.. 
two ot the principal Favourites ct che Populace,in wh m 
he could enrirely contide ; and to this End he {ent for 
Andrea Martelloxe and Onoftco Pabna, Gentlemen, who 
were judged very fuitable for the Purpof’; and atter his Ey« 
cellency nad advifed with them wpon the prefent Poltyra 
ot Affairs, he recommended the whole Management of 
an Accommodation to their Prudence and Care; and ha. 
ving promifed them great Rewards in cafe they fucceeded 

lic gave them 2 Commillion and full Power rotrear,  ’ 

They undertook che Adair, and immediately applied ¢9 
the chief Leadeis of the Tumult; and with all the Arts 
ot Addrefs and Povularity, recommended to them the 

tudy of Peace and Loyalty, and promifed them a fy! 
Indemnity for all chat had already paffed ; but chef po. 
polar Orators made licrie Impreflion upon the enraged 
Mob; and therefore they in{tancly returned to rhe Viceroy 
and told him in plain Terms, ‘ That it was impoffible 14 
allay, or petan End to the Diforders, without delivering 
into the Hands of the People, the original Charter of 
Charles V. which contained a Confirmation of their Privi. 
leges.’ His Excellency, who from the Beginning, had o. 
mitted no Opportuny ot healing the Breaches, refolved to 
gratify them ia their Demands, efpecially in this Point ; 
and without Helitation ufed his utmoft Diligence, to 
fearch into the publick Records, and difcover where this 
Charter of Privileges wasto be found. To this End he 
difpatch’d {ome of the Nobility, and rhe Ele& of the City, 
attended by Don Yefeph Maria Caraciole, a Theatin, a Pers 
fon of great Cou:age and Learning, amd refpected for his 
fingular Picty and auftere Lite ; who was active upon all 
Occafions, to fupprefs thefe Seditions, and much devoted 
to the Service and Intereil of King and Country. 

While the Miniiters of the Government, were thus fo. 
licitous tor the puablick Peace, Afz/aniello, as the General 
ot the Mob, was iffuing out his Commiffions to fupport the 
Defection. He fent out his Orders, in the Name of the 
People of Nadles, © That all the Merchants and the feve- 
ral Companies of the Ciry, fhould be ready with compleat 
Arms, at an Hour’s Notice, tor the Recovery of the pub- 
lick Liberty.’ He hadabourt him a Number of Men, asa 
Body Guard, and a Train of well appointed Horlemen 
tellowed him. 

With thefe, and an incredible Number of the Rabble om 
Foot, he marched through the principal Streets ; and wheat 
he came to the Houfes of any fufpected Perfons, of what 
Quality foever, he broke in, and fearched for Arms and 
Ammunition, which were delivered him with an ill Will 
by the Owners, whether Nobility, Merchants or Officers 
of the City. By this Method, he furnifhed himfelf and his 
Followers with many Thoufands of Harquebuzes, Care 
bines, Muskets, Piffols and other Fire-arms: And among 
the reit, he found nine Picces of Artillery, which a Mere

chant had in his Houfe ; and whichhe received asa Pleage 
from the Government, for the Payment of fome Thoufands 
or Ducats. He took feven great Cannons out of a Ship, 
which he difarmed in the Mole: For this Purpole, he was 
furnifhed with a new Galley, well provided, and making 
upto the Veffel, he {ent a Summons to the Captain, to de- 
liver her up ; and upon refufal, he threarencd to fet her om 
Eire; the Officer, perceiving it was to no Purpofe to rcs 
fitt, furrendered and delivered him rhe great Guns, which 
were placed by Mafaniello, at rhe Entrance of the leading 
Streets of the City.

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their Calamities, or refleéting upon the Cruelty of 
tnofe who perhaps, firit feduced tnem by Carefles of 
Fondnefs, or Magnificence of Promifes, go on to re- 
duce others to the fame Wretchednefs by the Jame 
Means. 

To ftop the Increafe of this deplorable Muliitude, 
isundoubtedly the firft and molt prefling Confidera- 
tion. To prevent Evil is the great End of Govern- 
ment, the End for which Vigilance and Severity are 
properly employed; but jurely thoie »nom Paifion 
or Intereft have already depraved, have fome Claim 
to Compaflion, from Beings equally frail and fallible 
with themfelves.

Some Accounts of the Philofophical Tranfakians, 
froma Pamphlet, entituled, The Review. 


Article J. [V ES an Account of an extraor- 

dinary Rainbow, wherein all the fe- 
condary Orders of Colours were diitinguifhable. fe 
has Mr. Daval, one of the Secretaries to the Society 
for its Author. 

In 4rt. II. We have a Defcription of the Romans 
Camp at Caftor in Norfolk, by Mr. Arderon ; which 
is fituated not due South and North, but decliring 
full ten Degrees. It is an oblong Square, the Length 
of which without the Ditch is 440 Yards, and its 
Breadth 360, Mr. Asderon is alio very praticular in 
giving its other Dimenfions, and caiting up how ma- 
ny Acres, Roods and Poles it contains within the 
Ramparts, dt may not be improper to oblerve, that 
the Dimenfion of Camps varied greatly, accordingly 
as they were to contain a greater or fmaller Number 
of Legions ; and therefore that here defcribed, muft 
rot be thought a Standard whereby to judge of o- 
thers ; nor mult we fuppole, that the Dimenfions of 
the Ditch, Rampart, and other Fortifications, were 
always the fame ; for thefe were no lefs different, ac- 
cording to the natural Situation and Strength of the 
Place, or the Nature of the Camp, as whether it 
was a ftationary one, a Summer or Winter one, De, 

It is very probable, that a much yreater Unifor- 
mity was obferv’d by the Romans, in the Manner 
of their Building, which as appears from the Defcrip- 
tion here given of the Ruins of two old Towers, 
was as follows : They began firft with a Layer of 
Bricks, laid flat as in Pavements ; on that they pla- 
ced a Layer cf Clay and Marle mixed together, and 
of the fame Thicknefs with the Bricks ; then a Lay- 
er of Bricks, afterwards of Clay and Marle, then of 
Bricks again, making inthe Whole three Layers of 
Bricks and two of Clay. Over this were placed 
Bricks and Lime twenty-nine Inches, the Out-fide 
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being faced with Bricks cut in Squares ; then Brick

and Clay alternately, as high as the old Ruins now 
remain flandiny, Tle adds fome Remarks on the 
Hlardnefs of the Mortar, and Durablenefs of the 
Bricks, the Length of which jaft 1s found to be 17 
Inches 4 roths, or a Foot and nalf; their Breadth 11 
Inches 6 toth, or precifely a Roman Foot, and 
their Thicknefs ontv + Inch 3 roths. 

Are. WL. ‘Treats of the gradual Approach of the 
Earth to the Sun. Ite Author is Mr. Euler, Profef- 
for of the Mathematicks at Berlin. He fays it ap- 
pears from modern Obiervations of the Sun, com - 
par'd with thofe of fome Centries paft, that the Mo- 
tion of the Sun forof the Earth) is fenfibly accelera- 
ted fince that Time ; fo that the Years are fhorter at 
pre‘ent than formerly. The Reafon of this, he fup- 
pofes to be the Refiftance of a fubtle Matter, were 
it no other than- Light, obftructing the Planets in 
their Motion ; the Effect of this Refiftance will gra- 
aually bring them nearer and nearer the Sun ; and 
as their Orbits thereby become Iefs, their periodical 
Times will be alio diminifhed. ‘Thus in Time the 
Varth ought to come within the Region of Venus ; 
and im fine, into chat of Mercury, where it would 
necefiarily be burnt. 

Hence he argues, that the Syftem of the Planets 
cannot laft forever in its prefent State, and that it 
miuft have had a Beginning; for whoever denies it, 
muft allow that there was a Time when the Earth 
was at the Diftance of Saturn, and even farther ; 
and confequently that no living Creature could fubfitt 
there. Nay, there muft have been a Time, when 
the Planets were nearer to fome fixed Stars than to 
the Sun; and inthis Cafe they could never come in- 
to the Solar Syftem. This is a Proof purely Phyfi- 
cal, that the World muft havea Beginning, and muft 
have an End ; and he is not without Hopes of being 
able to determine with Exaétnefs, how much the 
Years become fhorter in each Century. 

Art. 1V. Has Mr. Benjamin Cooke for its Au- 
thor. Here we have an Account of the Mixture of 
the Forina of Apple trees; alfo of the Mayze or In- 
dian Corn; and of a Child born with the Jaundice 
wpon it, received from its Father, and without the 
Mother's being any wile afeed ; juft the Reverfe 
of which happened the next Time of her being with 
Child. 

In Art. V. Communicated by Mr. Henry Baker, 
from the Rev. Dr. Miles, are fome Obfervations on 
the Barometer and Thermometer, and their near A- 
greement in London and at Tooting in Surry. The 
bare mention of thefe two Articles, we judge fuf- 
ficient to convey fome Idea of them. 

Art. VI. Is communicated by Mr. Francis Drake, 
of York ; and contains the Rev. Dr. Stukely’s Ex- 
planation of a Bas-relief of Mithras, found in that 
City. This Sculpture, according to the above Gentle- 
man reprefents Mithras facrificing a Bull; he hason the 
Perfan Mantle, called Candys, and the Phrygian 
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Bonnet, called Tyara. There are commonly two 
Figures attending on him, ftanding crofs-lepy'd, and 
holding one a Torch up, and the other down; the 
latter of whom is only found an this Sculp:ure. There 
isa Myftery in their Pofture, and by the diferene Ar. 
titude of their Torches, they reprelfent Day and 


Night, as Mithras does the Sun. Underneath is the 
Figure of a Horfe, whereby is fignify’d the Sun’, 
Courfe. The Figure imperfely drawn at the Tail 
of the Horfe, and twatted round with a Snake, the 
Doctor fuppofes to be a Genius, reprefenting the Vi. 
tality imparted to all Things by the folar Power and 
Circle. He further obferves, that the Mithriae Ce. 
remenies were performed in a Cave, and were Only 
a Corruption of the patriarchal Worthip of the true 
God, Mitkras being only another Name for a Mef. 
fiah in his prieftly Character, fignitying Mediator, 
Tertullian, {peaking of the Devil perverting the 
Rights of the true Religion, fays, that he perfuades 
thofe that are initiated in the,Mithriac Ceremonies, to 
believe an Expiation of their Sins by being baptized, 
they are alfo crofied on the Forehood, <s his faithfy] 
Soldiers. They likewife celebrate the breaking of 
Bread. But they did not take thefe Ceremonies froin 
the Chriftians ; they are of much antienter Date, per- 
haps from the Beginning of the World, 

Art. VII, Contains Obfervations, made by James 
Mounfey, M. D. Phyfician to the Czarina’s Army, 
on the RuMian Caftor, the Baths at Charlfbad in Bohe- 
mia, and the Salt Mines near Cracau in Poland. 
Here too we have an Account of the Tin Mines of 
Schlachlenwald, nine Englith Miles to the South of 
Carlfbad, with the Manner of working them; alf 
feveral other Particulars deferving the Attention of 
the curious Naturalift. 

The Account of the famous Salt Mine near Cracau 
is curious. It has ten Entries, all provided with Horfe- 
Engines, whereof feven are for hoifting up the Salk, 
and the reft for drawing Water from the Works, and 
for the Defcent and Afcent of the People. He tells 
us, that he entered the Mine by winding Stairs ot 
484 Steps, which brought him to the firlt Story. 
The Defcent into the fecond is by itrait Stairs of 
133 Steps; and that into the third, or lowermoft 
Story, is by eighteen Ladders from diffi rent Floors, 
which make together 300 Feet. ‘Tne computed 
Depth of the Whole is about goo Feet. The fil 
Story confilts of a great many Chambers or Vaults, 
alfo Alleys, Crofs-ways, and large Caverns, out of 
which Salt has been cut. Here the Floor, Walls, 
and Ceilings, are folid Salt Rock. As the Religion 
of the Country is Roman Catholic, there are feveral 
large Chapels, with Altars adorn’d with Columns, 
Crucifixes, Statues of Sainte, and other Ornaments , 
that Way, hewed out of the Salt Rock, and apt 
wrought in different Orders of Architefture ; fome © 
thefe, which are of the purer Salt, and not much 
{moaked with the Torches ufed in the Mine, have ® 


very beautiful Effet. In fome Places, however, the 
Sides 
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cides of the Alleys, and fome of the great Vaults, 
wre {ined with Timbers, where they thought the Pil- 
we of Earth or -y might prove too weak to fupport 
' rior VV erg nt. 

Sees schtanding, the falt Rocks are on all Sides, 
_iche Earth among them likewiie full of Veins and 
particles of Salt, there is a Spring of very zood frefh 
vrgrer, which is the Drink of the thirty Workmen, 
and Horfes employed under Ground. 

crom the upper Story, the’Rocks grow broader 
ia Cones; and the deeper they go, the Salt is al- 
‘ae the finer, and lefs mixed with Earth : tis not 
unown how deep they run. They find it too Ex- 
nenfive to work che lowermoft Story, though it be all 
‘ee Salt; and therefore they content themfelves 
with running crofs ways, and working the upper 
Srories. 
~ App. VIET, and 1X. Contain Hiftories of Children 
éferently affected by the Small-Pox before their 
Birth; the frit being drawn up by Dr. Mortimer, Se- 
cetary to the Society, and the other by W. Warfon, 
FR. S. 

A Gentlewoman who never had the Small. Pox her- 
(lf, being prevailed upout to {peak toa poor Woman 
oeGed by that Difeafe, thought fhe was in no Dan- 
ger, becaufe at the Diitance of 30 or 40 Feet from 
her; and, in Faét, fhe herfelf took no Infe&tion, but 
being ina Fortnight after brought To-bed of a fine 
jolly Boy; he, within two Days, took the Small- 
Pox, of the very worit Kind, and died. Inthe next 
Paper, there is an Account of a Child that aétually 
rad the Small-Pox betore born, tho’ its Mother was 
ro Way affected. There too, we havea Cafe juft the 
Reverfe of this, where the Mother, a Lady of Qua- 
vy, had the Sinall-Pox to a great Degree, when 
sen Months gone with Child; notwithftandin 
wich fe went her Time, and wasdelivered of a Son, 
who did not appear to have on his Body any Marks 
‘the Dikemper.

In Art. XIT. Is an Account of an Eclipfe of the 
Moon, obferved at Mr. Graham's in Fleet-ftreet, by 
John Bevis, M. D. and Mr. James Short. 

An Account of an extraordinary Meteor, feen in 
Rutland, and refembling a Water-fpout, makes the 
Subject of the thirteenth Article. 

Art. XIV. Containsan Enquiry into the original 
State and Properties of Spar and Sparry Produétions ; 
particularly the Stars, or Cryftals, found in the Cor- 
nifh Mines, commonly call’d Cornifh Diamonds. Jn 
a Letter from the Rev. Mr. W. Borlace, to Emanuel 
Mendez da Cofta, Efq; F. R. S. 

This Article being pretty long, is fubdivided into 
nine SeCtions. In the firft, it is fhewn, that all Spar 
has been, at one Time or another, in a State of 
Fludity ; and that this fparry Liquor, fuccus lapiae- 
Jcens, is fill forming new Concretions of Stone. In 
Support of this Opinion, many Authors are quoted, 
as, Pliny, Diodorus and Agricola, among the Anti- 
ents; and Boyle, Geoffroy and Hill among the Mo- 
derns. In Section fecond, the Nature of this {parry 
Fluid is more particularly inquired into, with fome 
Queries thereon. The different Appearance of Spar, 
make the Subje& of Se€tion third ; for the Illuttra- 
tion of which, there are a great many Figures an- 
nexed. In Se€tion fourth, is fhewn, that the hexa- 
gonical Spars owe this Figure to a nitrous Salk, 
which exerted itielf at the Time of Formation. Sec- 
tion fifth treats of the Size of Spars ; the Sixth of 
their Colour ; in both which Refpeéts there is a great 
Variety among them. ‘They are found fome yellow, 
fome reddifh, brown, green, purple, black, fome of 
a cloudy fleecy white, fome freckled with little Specks 
of various Colours and Magnitudes, and others of a 
Wairer, not inferiour to the pureft Chryftals. The 
yellow is fuppofed to be indebted for its ‘Tinge to 
Sulphur and Jron or Lead, or both; the red tolron, 
and perhaps to Goflan, that general Companion of 
Copper ; the Green to the Solutions or Ruft of Cop- 
per; Copper will alfo probably impart its Purple to 
the Juices near it, for of that Colour are {ome of our 
moft beautiful Copper Ores ; Black may be alfo 
owing to Copper of like Colour to Tin, or the Par- 
ticlesof Coals. ‘The Tranfparent ones owe that Ad- 
vantage to the Purity and Simplicity of the Juices of 
which they are formed ; but to what State and Con- 
dition is owing, is uncertain, Whether it may be to 
fome purifying Menftruum or Spirit, that precipitates 
every Kind of Sediment; or to Percolation or ftrain- 
ing through the Pores of other Bodies. Be that as 
it will, our Author lays it down as a certain Fatt, 
that the cleareft Cornifh Diamonds are for the mof 
Part found in dry, lax, and fandy Soil, where no 
dirty or dark colour'd Loam, Mineral, or opaque 
Stones prevail. Se€tion feventh, treats of the Hard- 
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nefs of the Cornifh and true Diamonds. In Seétion 
eighth, the Texture of the Cornifh Diamonds is in- 
quired into; and the ninth treats of their Dire¢tion or 
Pofition in the Mine. 

Art. XV. Contains a Defcription of the great black 
Wafp from Penfylvania. Its Author Mr. John 
Bartram. What is moft remarkable in this Creature 
is, the Method of making its Neft, and providing 
for its Young. With great Pains and Induftry it 
fearches an horizontal Hole, near an Inch Diameter 
and a Foot long, in the fteep Side of a Bank of loamy 
Karth; then away it flies and catches a large green 
Grafhopper, and lodges it in the farther End of the 
Neft; then the lays an Egg, and goes and catches two 
more, and depofites them with the other ; after which 
fhe plaifters up the Hole. The Egg foon produces a 
Maggot, which feeds on thefe Grafhoppers till it 
changes into the Nymph Srate. 

In Art. XVI. We have an Obfervation of the 
Eclipfe of the Moon, already mentioned in Article 
X11. This laft being made at Earith, near Se. Ives, 
in Huntingdonfhire, by Mr. William Elitabb, jun. 

Art. XVII. Contains a Catalogue of the Immer- 
fions and Emerfions of the Satellites of Jupiter, for 
the Year 1751, computed to the Meridian of London 
from the Flamitedian Tables, by Mr. James Hodg- 
fon, Mafter of the Mathematical School in Chrilt's- 
Holpxal. 

The eighteenth and laft Article contains a Letter 
from the Widow of the late Mr. John Senex, F.R.S. 
to Martin Folkes, Elg; concerning the large Globes 
prepared by herfelf. ‘I'he Advantage of thefe Globes 
over others are here fet forth. It is obferved, that 
celeitial Globes, as they arecommonly fitted up, are 
adjulted only to one particular Year; whereas thofe 
of Mr. Senex, particularly the two greateft, viz. of 
17 and 28 Inches in Diameter, Rave this further Ad- 
vantage, that they ferve indifferently for any Age patt 
orto come. For by Means of a Nut and Screw, the 
Globe is made to turn round an Iron Axle ; whereby 
the Pole of the Equator, though fixed in other Globes, 
is made here to revolve about the Pole of the Ecliptic, 
and reprefents the flow Motion forewards obfeived 
among the fixed Stars, but really owing to the flow 
Motion backwards of the equinoétial Points. Other 
Advantages of thefe Globes are here pointed out; and 
we cannot but applaud the Royal Society for recom- 
mending their Ute to the Public.
